To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report 
on  the  sanitary  condition  and  health  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1913,  and  an  account  of  the  work  accomplished  by 
the  health  department  during  the  year. 

I  have  on  two  occasions,  namely  in  1910  and  in  1912, 
had  the  pleasure  of  congratulating  you  on  having  the 
lowest  death-rate  recorded  in  the  district,  namely  10.8  in 
1910  and  10.1  in  1912. 

It  is  once  more  my  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  on 
breaking  your  own  record,  as  the  death-rate  for  1913  has 
been  9.69,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  here  that  this  district  has 
a  larger  proportion  of  persons  liable  to  die  than  the 
population  of  England  and  Wales  generally.  When  the 
factor  for  correction  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to 
enable  us  to  compare  this  district  with  the  general  death- 
rate  has  been  employed,  it  is  found  that  the  death-rate 
is  8.3. 

As  I  go  to  press,  1  understand  that  information  has 
been  received  from  the  Local  Government  Hoard  that 
the  application  for  a  loan  for  water  supply  for  the  parishes 
of  Shorwell,  Kingston,  and  Chale  has  been  granted,  and 
this  will  be  proceeded  with  at  once.  You  will  then  have 
28  out  of  the  29  parishes  in  the  district  with  a  sat  is  factor  \ 
water  supply,  and  I  should  like  to  urge  that  the  matter 
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of  provision  of  a  supply  for  the  parish  of  South  Arreton 
be  proceeded  with  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

I  have  again  to  express  my  very  grateful  thanks  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  his  help  in  all  matters  connected 
with  this  department,  and  for  the  courtesy  always  shown 
to  me,  and  to  the  staff  in  the  Clerk’s  office  I  am  again 
indebted  for  much  useful  help  and  information. 

The  work  of  the  department  steadily  increases,  and  it 
is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  work  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors,  and  especially 
for  that  part  of  the  work  which  is  carried  out  preliminary 
to  official  proceedings,  as  a  large  amount  of  very  useful 
work  is  accomplished  by  them  which  owes  its  success  to 
the  tact  and  discretion  employed. 

For  the  meteorological  records  I  am  again  deeply  in¬ 
debted  to  Mr.  Dover,  of  Totland,  and  Mr.  Vibert,  of  New¬ 
port,  and,  in  expressing  my  grateful  thanks  to  them,  I 
should  like  to  point  out  how  very  useful  such  records 
are  in  a  district  of  this  nature  where  visitors  from  the 
mainland  are  attracted  by  the  equability  of  the  climate. 

I  again  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  the  Registrar  and  Sub-Registrars  for  the  necessary 
information  forwarded  to  me  and  for  the  courteous  manner 
in  which  all  my  requests  for  information  have  been  received. 

I  have  also  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  many  not 
connected  with  the  Council  for  useful  information,  and 
especially  to  the  Fleet  Surgeon  at  the  Royal  Naval  College, 
and  to  Mr.  A.  A.  H.  Wykeham. 

I  once  again  beg  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  members 
of  the  Council  for  the  loyal  support  and  encouragement 
which  they  have  invariably  given  me.

Natural  and  Social  Conditions 
of  the  District. 


1’HYSICAI.  FEATURES. 

The  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  1  'istrict  covers  an  area  of 
86,925  acres,  which  is  roughly  12-13ths  of  the  whole  Island. 

A  range  of  downs  of  about  700ft.  in  height  run  from  east 
to  west  about  the  centre  of  the  district,  thus  roughly 
dividing  the  area  in  two. 

As  regards  the  geological  conditions  found,  that  part 
of  the  district  which  lies  to  the  south  of  this  range  of 
downs  is  mainly  the  upper  secondary,  while  that  to  the 
north  of  this  range  is  mainly  lower  tertiary. 

Another  range  of  downs  at  the  south-east  part  of  the 
district  attains  a  slightly  greater  height,  and  are  chielly 
composed  of  upper  greensand  with  the  gault  underneath. 

POPULATION. 

The  area  of  the  Isle  of  W  ight  Rural  District,  as  recorded 
at  the  census  of  1911,  was  86,925  acre's. 

The  official  returns  of  the  census  of  1911  were  unfor¬ 
tunately  not  published  in  time  to  enable  me  to  incorporate 
those  statistics  which  relate  to  this  district  in  my  annual 
report  for  1912,  and  I  now  beg  to  report  upon  the  same. 

The  total  population  of  this  district  as  enumerated  on 
April  1st,  1911  was  ‘51,059,  as  against  28,559  in  1901,  an 
increase  of  2,500. 

Of  that  total  of  31,059,  16,194  were  males  and  14,865 
were  females,  an  excess  of  males  of  1,329. 

This  excess  of  males  is  accounted  lor  by  the  presence 
within  the  district  of  large  public  institutions,  the  excess 
of  males  within  these  institutions  being  2,579,  and  indeed 
the  excess  of  males  within  the  district  can  be  accounted 
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for  by  the  excess  in  two  institutions  alone,  namely  Park- 
hurst  Prison  and  the  Royal  Naval  College,  the  excess 
of  males  in  these  two  institutions  amounting  to  1,333, 
rather  more  than  the  excess  in  the  whole  district. 

The  total  number  of  people  in  institutions,  military  and 
naval  barracks,  etc.,  amounted  to  4,157,  of  whom  5,368 
were  males  and  789  females. 

If  we  deduct  the  number  of  persons  who  were  resident 
in  institutions,  Nc.,  from  the  total  population,  we  find 
that,  out  of  26,902  persons,  12,826  were  males  and  14,076 
were  females,  showing  an  excess  of  females  of  1,250. 

In  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1911,  I  endeavoured 
to  show  the  proportion  of  persons  to  houses  within  the 
district,  as  based  on  the  provisional  figures,  and  stated 
that  these  were  liable  to  revision.  I  now  annex  Table  III. 
which  shows,  after  deducting  the  number  of  institutions 
and  the  population  therein  the  proportion  of  persons  per 
inhabited  house  in  each  parish  throughout  the  district, 
and  it  will  be  noted  that  the  largest  is  4.8  per  house,  the 
smallest  3.6,  and  the  average  throughout  the  district 
being  4.0. , 

The  parish  of  Kingston  has  the  largest  proportion  of 
persons  per  lu*use,  while  that  of  Niton  has  the  smallest. 

In  Table  IV.  the  population  and  area  of  the  various 
parishes  are  shown,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  this  table 
that  the  most  sparsely  populated  parish  is  Kingston, 
with  .07  persons  to  the  acre,  while  the  most  densely- 
populated  is  Yarmouth,  with  14.6  persons  to  the  acre. 

The  number  of  acres  per  person  throughout  the  district 
was  2.7,  as  against  1.04  for  England  and  Wales  generally. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  find  that  the  district  has  increased 
in  population  by  2,500,  an  increase  which  was  considerable 
in  excess  ol  the  estimates  made  by  the  only  methods 
at  our  disposal. 

In  the  previous  intereensal  period,  that  is,  the  period 


between  the  rears  180]  and  lOOl,  the  increase  amounted 
to  I. .‘Ill 

At  a  time  when  one  hears  so  much  of  the  depopulation 
of  the  rural  districts,  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  find  that 
this  district  has  not  only  increased,  but  has  shown  a 
larger  increase  than  between  the  two  previous  censuses. 

As  regards  the  number  of  males  and  females,  in  the 
total  population  the  number  of  females  ter  1,000  males  is 
017,  while  in  England  and  Wales  generally  there  were 
recorded  1,068  females  to  1,000  males. 

This  excess  of  males  is  obviously  due  to  the  large  number 
of  institutions  in  the  district,  and  if  the  population  of 
those  institutions  are  deducted  from  the  total,  the  number 
of  females  to  1,000  males  is  found  to  be  1,097,  which  is 
greater  than  that  recorded  in  England  and  Wales  generally. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  Table  YI.  that  the  population  of 
the  district,  after  excluding  the  large  institutions,  shows 
that  the  excess  of  females  has  increased  since  ^he  previous 
census. 

The  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  district  at  the 
middle  of  the  year  1913  can  be  ascertained  by  means  of 
logarithms,  and  amounts  to  31,651,  and  this  estimate  is 
adopted  in  calculating  the  rates  in  the  various  tables  for 
the  year  1913.

METEOROLOGY. 


The  meteorological  records,  which  are  kindly  supplied 
by  Mr.  John  Dover,  M.A.,  of  Aston  House,  Totland  Bay, 
are  taken  at  his  residence  at  the  western  end  of  this  district 
at  a  distance  of  600ft.  from  the  edge  of  the  cliff  and  at  a 
height  of  about  140ft.  above  the  level  of  the  sea.

Mi.  1  >over  states  that  the  special  feature  of  the  year 
has  been  the  small  variation  ot  temperature,  the  coldest 
day  being  April  13th,  with  a  minimum  of  28.9°  IL,  and 
the  warmest  being  June  16th,  with  a  maximum  of  77.8°  IL, 
gi\ing  a  variation  of  48.9  F,  which  is  a  much  smaller  vari¬ 
ation  than  is  generally  recorded  at  other  meteorological 


stations  in  England,  so  that  this  year  has  been  rela¬ 
tively  cool  in  summer  and  warm  in  winter. 

The  year  has,  however,  been  a  wet  one,  with  a  total 
rainfall  of  31.30in.,  and  no  less  than  172  wet  days,  the 
average  number  of  wet  days  recorded  being  164.  The  total 
rainfall  of  31.30in.  is  above  the  average,  which  is  in  Totland 
28.40in. 

January  was  a  wet  month,  the  rainfall  of  4.65in.  being 
double  the  amount  usually  recorded  in  that  month. 

Another  point  of  interest  which  Mr.  Dover  calls  attention 
to  is  that,  notwithstanding  the  year  being  a  wet  one,  there 
was  a  long  dry  period  of  93  days  from  30th  May  to  30th 
August,  with  a  total  rainfall  of  only  1.93in. 

The  driest  months  were  June  and  July,  and  the  wettest 
months  J  anuary  and  October.  There  were  14  very  wet  days 
during  the  year,  each  with  over  half  an  inch  of  rain.  The 
two  wettest  days  were  August  1st  and  September  4th, 
the  former  having  a  rainfall  of  1.4in.  and  the  latter  1.23in. 

Mr.  1  Over  points  out  that  one  realizes  the  effect  of 
this  more  when  it  is  understood  that  1  in .  of  rain  is  equivalent 
to  101  tons  of  water  to  the  acre. 

It  was  strange  that  the  coldest  day  should  have  been 
in  April ,  none  of  the  six  winter  months  showing  so  low  a 
temperature. 

The  sunshine  recorded  for  the  year  was  exceptionally 
small,  the  total  amount  for  the  year  being  only  1,596.6  hours, 
the  average  being  1,756  hours.  Only  during  four  months 
of  the  year  was  the  average  attained,  July  being  particularly 
deficient.  The  sun  appeared  on  315  days,  which  is  above 
the  average  of  306  days,  but  the  appearances  were  of 
very  short  duration.  The  brightest  day  in  Totland  was 
June  9,  with  15  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

The  brightest  month  was  May,  with  a  total  of  239  hours 


of  bright  sunshine,  whilst  the  dullest  month  was  January, 
with  only  53  hours  of  sunshine. 

March  was  the  windiest  month  of  the  year,  with  a  total 
of  9,715  miles  of  wind.  January  and  November  showed 
more  than  usual  with  totals  of  9,395  and  8,180  respectively. 

The  windiest  day  of  the  year  at  Totland  was  April 
27th,  with  a  total  of  655  miles.'  July  and  August  were 
very  quiet  months. 

The  wind  was,  as  usual,  mostly  prevalent  from  the  west, 
and  south-west  being  the  next  most  prevalent. 

The  relative  humidity  for  the  year  was  82.9  per  cent, 
which  is  above  the  average  of  81.6  per  cent. 

The  atmosphere  was  very  damp  in  January,  May,  and 
September. 

The  barometer  touched  its  highest  point  on  February 
12th,  with  30. G7 din.,  the  lowest  reading  being  on  19th 
March,  namely  29.029in. 

Fog  occurred  on  13  days,  ground  frost  being  registered 
on  41  days,  and  frost  in  the  air  on  16  days.  Snow  fell 
on  one  day  only,  and  hail  on  nine  days. 

Lightning  was  seen  on  14  days,  and  thunder  was  heard 
on  16  days. 

There  were  15  gales  during  the  year. 

1  here  was  a  partial  drought  of  42  days,  terminating  on 
21st  August. 

An  absolute  drought  came  to  an  end  on  8th  August. 

The  records  kept  by  Mr.  Vibert  are  taken  at  the  Grammar 
School  in  Newport,  which,  although  not  within  the  district, 
is  surrounded  by  it,  and  therefore  form  a  useful  guide  to 
the  meteorological  conditions  of  the  inland  part  of  the 
district. 


These  records  are  taken  at  an  elevation  of  loft,  to  50ft 
above  sea  level,  and  about  four  miles  from  the  sea.

The  table  on  which  these  records  are  noted  shows  that 
the  rainfall  of  the  year  amounted  to  32.90in.,  being  2.07in. 
above  the  average,  which  Mr.  Yibert  has  recorded  for 
31  previous  years. 

The  month  of  January  was  the  wettest  month  of  the 
vear,  with  3. (Min.  above  the  average  for  that  month. 

The  driest  month  was  June,  with  l.llin.  below  the 
average,  and  it  is  interesting  here  to  note  that,  although 
the  year  showed  an  increase  of  2.<>7in.  above  the  average, 
the  months  of  February,  June,  July,  August,  October,  and 


24 


December  were  all  below  the  average  for  these  months 
respectively. 

There  were  184  wet  days,  the  largest  number  occurring 
in  January,  with  23  wet  days,  and  the  smallest  number 
in  June  and  August,  with  10  wet  days  each. 

The  greatest  fall  in  one  day  occurred  on  August  31st, 
with  a  rainfall  of  1.34  in. 

The  hottest  day  of  the  year  was  June  29th,  with  a 
temperature  of  83.5  was  recorded,  the  coolest  day  being 
on  January  13th,  with  a  temperature  of  25.1. 

SOC I AL  CC )NP  ITIOXS. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  I  have  no  means  of  ascer¬ 
taining  the  amount  of  Poor  Law  relief  obtained  within 
the  district,  as  the  district  forms  only  a  part  of  the  Poor 
Law  Union. 

This  is  unfortunate,  as  the  need  for  Poor  Law  relief  is 
of  the  greatest  value  as  an  index  of  the  state  of  public 
health,  destitution  being  in  the  majority  of  instances  the 
result  of  physical  deterioration,  brought  about  by  in¬ 
sanitary  conditions  of  some  kind. 

The  existence  or  otherwise  of  typhoid  fever  in  a  district 
is  a  very  useful  index  of  its  sanitary  state,  and  this  district 
compares  very  well  with  other  districts  in  this  respect, 
but,  apart  from  such  marked  evidence  of  insanitary  con¬ 
ditions,  there  are  a  large  number  of  lesser  ailments  which 
are  caused  by  insufficient  food,  unhealthy  surroundings, 
and  unsuitable  work,  which  all  tend  to  progressively  lower 
the  general  health  and  prevent  the  sufferer  from  earning  a 
livelihood,  with  the  result  that  Poor  Law  relief  has  in 
the  end  to  be  resorted  to. 

Ii  it  were  possible  to  ascertain  exactly  the  amount  of 
Poor  Law  relief  in  each  sanitary  area  in  England  and 
\\  ales,  it  would  form  a  very  useful  means  of  comparing 
districts. 

1  he  only  evidence  ot  this  kind  at  present  available  is 


that  obtained  from  the  fortnightly  returns  of  pauper  sick¬ 
ness  within  the  district  during  the  year.

The  nursing  of  the  sick 
parts  of  the  district  by  the 
under  local  committees. 

The  Rural  Midwifery  and  Nursing  Association  has  for 
its  object  the  supply  of  midwives  and  nurses  for  the  rural 
district.  Owing  to  the  expenses  and  difficulty  of  finding  and 
training  suitable  women  for  these  posts,  this  Association 
has  recently  become  affiliated  to  the  Hants  County  Nursing 
Association. 

District  nurses  have  been  for  some  time  established  in 
Chale,  Xewehurch,  Yarmouth,  and  Carisbrooke  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  Association  and  working  under  local 
committees.  During  the  year  a  new  one  has  been  esta¬ 
blished  for  the  district  of  Blackwater,  Rookley  and  Oat- 
combe,  and  Chillerton.  The  Chale  nurse  undertakes  a 
district  including  Blackgang,  Chale,  Chale  Green,  Billing- 
ham,  and  Shorwell.  The  Newchurch  nurse  acts  in  New- 
church  and  Arreton,  while  the  Yarmouth  nurse  takes  in 
Wellow  and  Thorley,  as  well  as  Yarmouth. 

A  nurse  is  also  resident  in  Bonchurch,  though  not  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Association,  and  undertakes  Bon¬ 
church  and  Wroxall.  In  the  same  way  a  nurse  resident  in 
Bembridge  undertakes  that  district. 

The  Haylands  part  of  the  parish  of  Ashey  and  the  village 
of  Binstead  obtain  the  services  of  a  nurse  from  the  Ryde 
District  Nursing  Association. 

T  he  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
are  agricultural,  and  catering  for  the  influx  of  visitors, 
which  takes  place  every  summer  to  the  seaside  resorts, 
of  which  there  are  several  in  the  district. 

The  main  characteristic  of  the  climate  of  the  district, 
as  ol  the  Island  as  a  whole,  is  the  equability  of  the  tem¬ 
perature.  \\  hile  the  summers  are  cool  and  pleasant,  the 
winters  escape  the  severe  cold  spells  which  occur  further 
North,  and  it  appears  regrettable  that  so  few  visitors 
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come  to  this  district  during  the  winter  months.  The 
climate  of  the  southern  coast  of  the  district  is  extremely 
mild  in  winter,  and  a  large  amount  of  sunshine  is  obtainable. 

These  conditions  render  it  essentially  suitable  for  elderly 
or  delicate  people,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
difficulty  of  access  to  the  Island  is  the  only  reason  to 
account  for  the  fact  that  so  few  take  advantage  of  our 
climate. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  tunnel  under  the  .Solent 
has  been  frequently  discussed,  and  if  this  project  can  be 
carried  out,  it  would  mean  that  in  the  future  this  district 
would  be  placed  in  direct  communication  with  the  mainland. 
It  is  true  that  such  an  undertaking  would  place  a  heavy 
financial  burden  on  those  undertaking  it,  but  there  is 
no  doubt  that  there  would  be  a  distinct  improvement  in 
the  prosperity  of  the  district,  as  a  wider  field  would  be 
open  to  agriculturists  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  large  number 
of  visitors  staying  in  the  district  would  bring  more  capital 
either  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  majority  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants.  Increased  prosperity  necessarily  minimises  the 
amount  of  destitution,  and  tends  to  a  high  state  of  physical 
efficiency  and  the  public  health  of  the  district. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
District. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Water  supplies  are  now  in  existence  in  2(i  out  of  the 
29  parishes,  and  a  large  number  of  houses  are  now  con¬ 
nected  with  the  water  main. 

The  various  sources  of  supply  are  visited  by  myself  at 
intervals,  in  order  to  inspect  the  surroundings  and  guard 
against  any  possible  contamination  at  the  source,  and 
you  have  now  authorised  that  an  analysis  be  taken  every 


vear  of  each  source  under  the  control  of  the  Council.  Ihis 
has  been  carried  our  during  the  year,  and  the  results  are 
here  recorded  under  the  respective  parishes. 

I  cannot  but  again  express  my  regret  that  so  many 
separate  water  supplies  should  exist  in  the  Isle  of  W  ight 
under  different  control,  and  the  hope  that  some  arrange¬ 
ment  may  be  come  to  whereby  all  the  supplies  in  the 
Island  could  be  under  the  control  of  a  Joint  Board. 

In  company  with  the  Inspector,  I  visited  every  house 
in  the  parishes  of  Shorwell  and  Kingston  within  one  week 
of  the  Inquiry,  which  was  held  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  with  respect  to  the  granting  of  a  loan  for  purpose 
of  water  supply.  All  houses  had  been  visited  previously, 
and  the  object  of  the  special  visit  was  to  ascertain  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Inquiry  the  exact  state  of  affairs 
within  a  few  days  of  the  Inquiry. 

ASH  FA'. 

This  parish  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Waterworks 
at  Knighton  belonging  to  the  Ryde  Town  Council. 

365  houses  are  supplied  with  a  piped  service  in  this  way. 


B EM  BRIDGE. 

During  the  year  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis 
from  each  of  the  two  sources  of  supply,  namely  at  White 
Oak  and  Home  Farm.  These  sources  are  both  under  your 
own  control. 

In  both  instances  the  analysis  showed  the  water  to  be 
of  a  pure  character,  that  at  Home  Farm  being  rich  in 
iron,  which  occasionally  causes  some  deposit  upon  settling. 

Coke  breeze  filters  are  employed  in  order  to  mitigate 
this,  and  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  quantity  of  iron 
is  thereby  effected. 
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Since  the  introduction  of  the  second  storage  tank  no 
shortness  of  water  has  been  recorded  at  any  time  during 
the  summer  months,  when  the  population  of  this  parish  • 
is  very  largely  increased  by  the  influx  of  visitors. 

B  INSTEAD. 

This  parish  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Rvde  Town 
Council. 

The  latest  returns  show  that  223  houses  have  now  a 
piped  supply. 

BONCHURCH. 

This  parish  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Ventnor  Gas 
and  Water  Company,  105  houses  being  now  supplied  by 
a  piped  service. 

BRAKING. 

This  parish  has  three  separate  sources  of  water  supply. 

The  town  of  Brading  and  Yarbridge  derives  its  water 
from  the  Isle  of  Wight  Waterworks  Company,  while 
Alverstone  receievs  its  supply  from  the  same  Company 
from  its  source  at  Apse,  through  the  Newchurch  main. 

The  district  of  Carpenters  has  a  supply  under  your 
own  control  from  springs  in  the  neighbourhood.  A  sample 
of  this  was  submitted  for  analysis,  and  the  result  showed 
it  to  be  a  pure  supply. 

275  houses  in  this  parish  are  now  supplied  with  a  piped 
service. 

BRIGHSTONK. 

In  this  parish  there  are  two  water  supplies,  the  one 
from  a  spring  near  Buddie  Hole  being  under  your  own 
control,  and  the  other  at  Limerston  being  under  private 
control.  The  former  supplies  104  houses  and  the  latter 
seven . 

An  analysis  of  the  water  taken  from  the  source  at  Buddie 
Hole  was  made  during  the  year,  and  the  result  showed  a 
very  pure  and  satisfactory  supply. 
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HROOK. 

From  the  water  returns  for  the  year  it  appears  that 
one  house  has  been  connected  to  the  main,  making  a  total 
of  50  in  the  parish,  which  is  entirely  supplied  from  the 
private  main  belonging  to  Sir  Charles  .Seely. 

CALBOURNK. 

Eight  new  connections  have  during  the  year  been  made 
to  the  water  mains  of  the  supply  which  is  in  this  parish 
under  your  own  control. 

138  houses  are  now  connected  with  the  main. 

An  analysis  was  taken  of  this  supply,  which  showed  it 
to  be  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  nature. 


CARISBROOKE. 

The  village  of  Carisbrooke  receives  water  by  pipe  from 
the  water  supply  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  Newport, 
which  is  a  very  pure  supply. 

The  district  of  this  parish  known  as  Millers  Lane  is 
still  without  a  supply  of  water,  and  residents  drink  from 
a  stream  liable  to  serous  pollution. 

The  total  number  ol  houses  now  receiving  a  piped  supply 
amounts  to  393. 


CHALE. 

I  his  parish  has  a  supply  of  water  from  the  upper  green¬ 
sand  on  the  down  behind  Chale  Farm,  which  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Council. 

An  analysis  was  made  during  the  year,  which  showed 
the  water  to  be  of  a  pure  character. 

1  nfoi tunately  the  supply  is  limited,  and  during  dry 
summers  is  insufficient  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants.  A  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in 
December  with  reference  to  an  application  for  a  loan  to 


obtain  an  auxiliary  supply  from  the  Shanklin  Reservoir  in 
connection  with  Shorwell. 

122  houses  arc  now  supplied  with  water  by  means  of  a 
piped  service. 

FRESHWATER. 


This  parish  is  supplied  by  the  Freshwater  and  Yarmouth 
Water  Company,  who  have  two  sources  of  supply,  the 
one  being  from  a  well  close  to  the  sea  at  Freshwater  Bay, 
and  the  other  from  the  same  source  as  your  Shalileet 
supply. 

The  number  of  houses  now  connected  to  the  mains  in 
this  parish  amounts  to  768. 


( iATCOMBE. 

20  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  Shanklin  main 
by  the  Seely  estate,  and  the  Council  School  is  also  connected 
to  this  main. 

GODSHILE. 

Extensions  from  the  Shanklin  main  have  been  carried 
out  in  the  parish  to  1  lubbers,  Scotland  Corner,  and  from 
Rookley  to  the  Smithy  and  Harts  Lane. 

70  houses  have  now  been  connected  to  the  main  in 
this  parish. 

KINGSTON. 

A  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in  December 
with  reference  to  an  application  for  a  loan  to  supply  this 
parish  with  water  from  the  Shanklin  reservoir  in  connection 
with  the  parish  of  Shorwell. 

Six  houses  are  connected  with  the  water  main  which 
derives  its  water  from  a  spring  on  Sheards  Down  under 
private  control. 


M(  )T'l'  ISTON  E. 


This  parish  has  two  water  supplies,  the  one  from  Sir 
Charles  .Seely’s  supply  at  Brook,  and  the  other  from  the 
Brighstone  supply  under  your  own  control. 

One  fresh  connection  has  been  made  during  the  year 
making  a  total  of  24  houses. 

NEWCHURCH. 

This  parish  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Isle  of  Wight 
Waterworks  Company  from  their  source  at  Apse,  132 
houses  being  now  supplied  with  water  from  a  piped  service. 


NITON. 


Two  extensions  of  water  mains  have  taken  place  in 
this  parish— one  at  the  Allotments  and  the  other  at  Reeth 
Shute. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  this  parish  now  supplied 
by  a  piped  service  is  118,  100  of  these  being  supplied  by 
the  supply  under  your  own  control  from  the  source  at 
Old  Park,  Whitwell,  the  remaining  18  being  from  a  private 
supply. 

NORTH  WOOD. 

An  extension  of  the  water  main  was  carried  out  to 
Cliff  Cottage. 

12  new  connections  have  been  made  during  the  year 
to  the  main  from  the  Newport  water  supply,  making  a 
total  of  399  from  the  public  water  supply.  There  is  also 
a  private  supply  in  this  parish,  which  gives  a  piped  service 
to  16  houses.  There  are  therefore  415  houses  with  a  piped 
water  supply. 

ST.  LAWRENCE. 

An  analysis  was  taken  during  the  year  at  the  source 
of  the  Niton,  Whitwell,  and  St.  Lawrence  water  supply, 
situated  in  Old  Park,  which  showed  the  water  to  be  of  a 
very  pure  quality. 


17  houses  are  connected  to  the  mains  of  this  supply, 
which  is  under  your  own  control.  Three  houses  are  con¬ 
nected  to  a  private  supply,  making  a  total  of  20  houses 
with  a  piped  service. 

An  Improvement  Committee  met  at  the  pumping  works 
at  the  Old  Park,  and  investigated  the  engines  and  the 
source  of  supply. 

SHALFLEET. 

An  extension  of  the  water  main  has  been  carried  out 
at  Cranmore  Avenue. 

An  analysis  of  this  supply,  taken  during  the  year,  showed 
the  water  to  be  of  a  very  pure  character.  206  houses  in 
this  parish  are  now  connected  with  the  water  mains  of 
this  supply,  which  is  under  your  own  control. 

SHORWELL. 

A  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in  this 
parish  in  December  with  reference  to  an  application  for 
a  loan  to  supply  water  from  the  Shanklin  Reservoir  in 
connection  with  the  parishes  of  Chale  and  Kingston. 

One  house  in  this  parish  is  supplied  from  the  Carisbrooke 
main,  while  nine  houses  in  Billingham  have  a  piped  service 
from  a  private  supply  pumped  by  means  of  a  windmill. 

There  are,  therefore,  only  10  houses  in  this  parish  out 
of  a  total  of  130  with  a  piped  water  supply,  the  great 
majority  of  the  remainder  being  dependent  on  wadis  liable 
to  dangerous  pollution,  and  many  of  these  having  no 
supply  of  any  kind. 

It  is,  therefore,  to  be  hoped  that  your  application  for  a 
loan  to  remedy  this  state  of  things  will  be  granted. 


SOUTH  A R RETON. 


This  parish  has  at  present  only  IS  houses  connected 
with  the  watermain  of  the  Shanklin  Water  Supply  as  it 
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passes  along  the  edge  of  the  parish  of  Rookley,  the  great 
majority  of  the  remainder  of  the  houses,  amounting  to 
about  215,  being  dependent  on  surface  wells  liable  to 
dangerous  pollution. 

You  have  now  had  a  scheme  prepared  to  take  a  main 
from  the  Shanklin  main  at  Bohemia  Corner  and  carry  it 
through  Merstone  by  way  of  Croucher’s  Cross,  to  Arreton 
Street,  terminating  at  Horringford  Station. 

This  would  require  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  as  a  loan  would  be  necessary. 

THOR  LEY. 

This  parish  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Shalfleet 
supply  under  your  own  control,  and  has  now  15  houses 
connected  with  the  main. 

TOTLAND. 

This  parish  has  two  water  supplies,  the  one  from  the 
Totland  Water  Company,  and  the  other  from  the  Fresh¬ 
water  and  Yarmouth  Water  Company. 

357  houses  are  now  connected  with  the  mains  of  these 
two  companies. 

WHIPPINGHAM. 

This  parish  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Town  Council 
of  Newport,  295  houses  being  now  supplied  with  a  piped 
service. 

You  also  convey  this  supply  to  the  Royal  Naval  College 
and  Osborne  House,  and  you  have,  in  conjunction  with 
Newport  Town  Council,  now  fixed  a  loin.  Venturi  meter 
at  Fairlee. 

WHITWELL. 

The  water  main  has  been  extended  to  Stockbridge 
during  the  year. 

An  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  source  at  Bierley 


has  bec'ii  carried  out  during  the  year,  which  shows  that 
the  water,  which  is  a  soft  one,  is  also  a  very  pure  one. 

The  other  source  of  water  supply  at  Old  Park  has  also 
been  analysed  during  the  year  (see  under  St.  Lawrence). 
From  these  two  sources  78  houses  receive  a  piped  supply, 
while  six  houses  in  the  UnderclilY  receive  piped  supplies 
from  a  private  source,  making  a  total  of  84  piped  supplies 
in  the  parish. 

WROX  ALL. 

In  this  parish  you  have  a  water  supply  under  your  own 
control,  195  houses  being  now  supplied  from  it  with  a 
piped  service. 

An  analysis  of  the  source  of  supply  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  the  result  showed  it  to  be  a  pure  and 
satisfactory  supply. 

YARMOUTH. 

This  parish  receives  its  water  supply  from  the  Freshwater 
and  Yarmouth  Water  Company,  189  houses  being  sup¬ 
plied  from  this  source  by  a  piped  service. 


YAYERLAND. 

14  out  of  the  19  houses  in  this  parish  are  supplied  with 
water  by  a  piped  service  from  the  deep  well  which  was 
sunk  by  Sir  Graham  Hamond-Gru  me,  Bart. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Constant  investigations  are  carried  out  to  prevent  the 
pollution  of  streams  by  sewage  finding  its  way  into  them 
in  contravention  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act. 
Offences  of  this  nature  are  much  less  frequent  than  was 
the  case  in  the  past.  The  most  serious  pollution  in  the 
district  took  place  at  Wroxall,  where  the  contents  of 
overflowing  cesspits  gained  access  to  the  stream,  but  this 
will  now  be  abated  as  the  sewerage  system  of  Wroxall  is 
nearing  completion. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


ASHEY. 

In  the  report  for  1912,  mention  was  made  of  a  projected 
scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  district  of  Havenstreet.  This 
has  received  the  approval  of  the  Parochial  Committee 
and  the  matter  will  shortly  be  placed  m  the  hands  of  an 
engineer. 

BEMBRIDGE. 

A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  in  this  parish  from  Lane  End 
to  Foreland  Fields. 

A  new  9in.  cast  iron  sewer  outfall  has  been  completed 
and  is  now  working  satisfactorily.  Considerable  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  carrying  this  out.  pumping  having 
to  be  resorted  to  constantly  while  the  work  was  in  progress, 
and,  owing  to  the  tide,  a  very  short  time  each  day  was 
at  the  disposal  of  the  workers.  While  this  was  being 
carried  out,  the  old  outfall  into  the  harbour  had  to  be 
utilized,  and  this  was  the  cause  of  some  complaints. 

BINSTEAI). 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  an  extension  of  sewer  was 
carried  out  at  Fishbourne  Green. 


BRAIDING. 

A  scheme  of  sewerage  has  been  suggested  for  the  district 
of  Yarbridge,  carrying  the  sewage  to  the  existing  settling 
beds  at  Brading,  where  some  bacteriological  form  of 
treatment  of  the  sewage  would  have  to  be  adopted. 

CAR  IS  BROOKE. 

'I'lie  outfall  of  the  sewer  at  1  'oduor  has  not  been  working 
satisfactorily,  the  ground  not  having  been  prepared  satis¬ 
factorily  so  as  to  ensure  efficient  land  treatment. 


The  Gunville  district  of  this  parish  has  for  some  time 
reached  that  stage  at  which  it  is  difficult  to  prevent  re¬ 
curring  nuisances  without  the  construction  of  a  sewer.  It 
would  be  difficult,  owing  to  the  levels,  to  connect  a  sewer 
with  the  Newport  system,  but  it  would  be  quite  feasable 
to  establish  a  system  of  treatment  at  the  lower  part  of 
Gunville,  where  the  effluent  could  be  passed  into  the 
stream. 

FRESHWATER. 

An  extension  of  the  sewer  has  been  carried  out  at  Colwell 
Road. 

The  outfall  pipe  of  the  F'reshwater  and  Totland  Sewerage 
Svstem,  situated  at  Norton  in  this  parish,  has  now  been 
cut  off  at  689ft.,  and  this  has  received  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  times  of  opening  and  shutting  the  penstock  have 
also  been  altered  with  the  approval  of  the  Central  Authority, 
the  opening  taking  place  one  hour  after  high  water  and 
the  closing  four  hours  later.  Consequently  sewage  is 
discharged  only  on  an  ebb  tide. 

GATCOMBE. 

The  sewer  laid  through  Chillerton  Street  and  the  tanks 
and  land  for  treatment  of  the  sewage  constructed  by  the 
Lrban  District  of  Shanklin  as  a  special  safeguard  to  the 
source  of  the  Shanklin  Water  Supply  have  not  yet  been 
handed  over  to  you,  and  no  connections  have  as  yet  been 
made. 

NITON. 

A  nuisance  caused  by  drainage  being  deposited  in  the 
meadow  at  the  foot  of  Puckwell  Lane  has  been  discovered, 
caused  by  the  admission  of  sink  wastes  to  a  storm-water 
drain,  and  you  have  called  upon  the  owners  to  cut  off 
the  sink  waste  connections, 


A  nuisance  on  the  foreshore,  caused  by  an  overflow 
from  a  cesspit,  was  discovered  during  the  year.  Plans 
were  submitted  to  carry  it  to  a  point  140ft.  from  the  foot 
of  the  cliff,  but  this  was  objected  to  by  the  Parish  Council 
on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  objectionable  to  visitors 
bathing  in  the  vicinity  during  the  summer.  You  have, 
therefore,  asked  that  plans  may  be  submitted  showing  some 
method  of  treatment  of  the  sewage  within  the  curtilage. 

An  extraordinary  amount  of  ignorance  still  prevails  as 
regards  the  presence  of  a  nuisance  from  sewage  overflowing 
from  a  cesspit,  an  impression  still  existing  in  the  minds  of 
many  people  that  a  nuisance  only  exists  if  the  solids  are 
allowed  to  overflow.  These  persons  will  regard  with 
equanimity  the  overflow  of  crude  sewage  from  a  cesspit 
on  to  a  busy  foreshore,  provided  that  the  sewage  has 
settled  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  discharge  the  sewage 
in  liquid  form. 

NORTH  WOOI ). 

Complaints  have  frequently  been  received  regarding 
nuisances  arising  from  an  overflowing  cesspit  receiving  the 
drainage  of  a  few  cottages  near  the  foot  of  Worsley  Road, 
Gurnard.  Ihe  cottages  are  situated  off  the  main  road, 
and  are  on  so  low  a  level  that  it  is  impossible  to  connect 
them  with  the  main  in  the  road.  An  Improvement  Com¬ 
mittee  met  on  the  site  and  discussed  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a  small  system  of  sewerage  with  bacteriological 
treatment  and  the  effluent  being  discharged  into  the 
stream,  but  this  was  found  difficult  of  achievement,  and 
the  owners  were  called  upon  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

TOTLAND. 

1  he  outtall  sewer  at  lotland  was  damaged  to  the  extent 
of  about  200ft.  owing  to  a  fall  of  cliff.  This  was  fortunately 
promptly  discovered  by  your  Inspector,  and  was  imme¬ 
diately  repaired  at  a  cost  of  over  £150,  so  that  no  nuisance 
was  present  lor  any  time.  Owing  to  the  urgency  of  the 


matter,  this  money  was  paid  out  of  current  rates,  thus 
avoiding  the  delay  which  would  be  necessitated  by  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  loan. 

WROX  AU., 

The  sewerage  of  the  village  of  Wroxall  is  now  nearing 
completion,  and  this  will  remedy  a  nuisance  which  has 
been  in  existence  for  some  time. 

YARMOUTH. 

1  hiring  the  spring,  an  extension  of  the  sewer  was  carried 
out  at  Victoria  Road. 

CLOSET  ACCOM M 01  )ATION. 

The  summary  of  Inspectors’  work  shows  that  43  privy 
pits  were  abolished  during  the  year,  and  diligent  search 
is  being  carried  out  to  find  these  dangerous  menaces  to 
public  health,  a  number  of  which  probably  still  exist 
within  the  district. 

These  pits  are  seldom  emptied,  and  form  a  breeding 
ground  for  flies  which  carry  infection.  It  is  a  difficult 
matter  to  convince  some  of  those  who  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  escape  the  dangers  of  these  nuisances  that  they 
will  of  necessity  lower  the  health  of  all,  and  especially 
child  ren. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  parishes  in  which  scavenging  is  carried  out  by 
contract  are  :  — 

Bembridge. 

Brading. 

Bonchureh. 

Carisbrooke. 

Freshwater. 

Totland. 

Yarmouth. 
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In  the  case  of  Bembridge,  the  emptying  of  cesspits  is 
included  in  the  contract. 

In  the  case  of  Binding,  the  contract  only  covers  the 
town  of  Brading,  and  the  emptying  of  cesspits  is  included. 

The  whole  area  of  Bonchurch  is  scavenged  and  cesspits 
emptied. 

In  the  cases  of  Freshwater,  Totland,  and  Yarmouth,  you 
have  contracts  for  scavenging  the  whole  of  the  districts, 
which  include  the  emptying  of  cesspits  and  pails. 

The  Gurnard  district  of  Xorthwood  will  in  future  be 
scavenged,  as  grave  nuisances  have  occurred  here  due 
to  the  want  of  scavenging. 

Scavenging  is  urgently  required  in  the  village  of  Niton 
and  in  the  Gunville  district  of  Carisbrooke,  the  latter 
having  previously  been  scavenged,  but  having  lately  been 
omitted  from  the  scavenging  contract. 

An  endeavour  is  now  being  made  to  have  portable 
sanitary  dustbins,  substituted  for  the  old  fixed  receptacles, 
but  no  record  has  so  far  been  kept  of  such  substitution. 
You  have  now  at  your  offices  a  sample  of  a  portable  sanitary 
dustbin,  which  can  lie  seen  by  anyone,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  inspected  by  all  ironmongers  within  the 
district,  with  a  view  to  keeping  them  in  stock  for  purchasers. 

Complaints  still  come  in  from  time  to  time  as  regards 
the  nuisances  caused  by  refuse  tips  in  various  parts  of 
the  district,  of  which  there  are  about  13,  four  of  these 
belonging  to  the  Urban  Districts  and  two  to  the  Military 
Authorities.  1  hese  are  a  danger  to  the  community  by 
serving  as  a  breeding  ground  for  flies,  which  carry  all 
sorts  of  putrefactive  germs  to  food,  dye.  They  are  also  a 
danger  in  that  they  attract  rats,  which  are  in  themselves 
a  grave  nuisance,  and  which  are  liable  to  become  a  very 
serious  danger  in  the  event  of  a  plague-infected  rat  coming 
to  the  Island  irom  some  wrecked  vessel  on  the  coast. 

I  lie  question  ol  a  substitute  tor  these  refuse  tips  is,  in 


a  rural  area,  a  very  difficult  one  indeed,  as  owing  to  the 
prohibitive  cost  of  installation,  a  destructor  in  each  parish 
is  impossible.  In  the  year  1911  you  asked  representatives 
from  the  other  sanitary  authorities  in  the  Island  to  meet 
you  at  a  conference  to  discuss  the  possibility  ol  having  one 
central  destructor  for  the  whole  of  the  Island,  but  the  cost 
of  the  transit  appeared  to  render  such  a  scheme  very 
difficult  of  achievement. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

1’nder  the  .Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1 '.)]<•,  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  December  of  that  year,  Article 
XX.  (16)  states  that  every  Inspector  of  Nuisances  “shall, 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  31st  day  of  December  in 
each  year,  furnish  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  a 
tabular  statement  containing  the  following  particulars”  : — 

(a)  The  number  and  nature  of  inspections  made  by 
him  during  the  year  ; 

lb)  The  number  of  notices  served  during  the  year, 

distinguishing  statutory  from  informal  notices  ; 

(c)  The  result  of  the  service  of  such  notices. 

In  order  to  comply  with  this  instruction  as  efficiently 
as  possible,  and  to  ensure  the  accuracy  of  statistics,  printed 
copies  of  tables  have  been  supplied  to  each  of  the  three 
Inspectors.  These  tables  are  made  up  to  the  end  of  each 
month  and  returned  to  me,  the  whole  being  added  up  and 
summarised  in  this  report  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Under  .Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District  will  be 
found  an  account  of  the  division  of  the  district  into  areas, 
with  the  extent  and  population  of  each. 

From  the  summary  of  inspectors’  work  It  will  be  seen 
that  2,574  visits  were  paid  to  houses  during  the  year, 
1,095  being  visits  of  inspection  and  re-inspection  under 


the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  of  1909,  569  being 
made  as  a  result  of  complaint,  228  having  been  made 
in  connection  with  infectious  disease,  and  682  as  part  of 
the  ordinary  routine  sanitary  inspection. 

The  number  of  nuisances  reported  amounted  to  1,105, 
and  1,056  of  these  had  been  abated  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
while  49  of  these,  which  had  been  reported  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  were  receiving  attention. 

It  will  be  seen  that  154  houses  have  had  repairs  carried 
out  to  the  drains,  while  79  have  been  connected  to  the 
sewer,  and  11,  where  no  sew’er  was  in  existence,  have  been 
connected  to  a  cesspit. 

The  number  of  houses  for  which  improved  water  supplies 
have  been  obtained  amounts  to  80  during  the  year. 

By  reference  to  previous  reports,  it  will  be  seen  that 
for  the  six  years  immediately  preceding  the  one  under 
review'  the  number  of  these  very  necessary  improvements 
has  increased  year  by  year,  namely,  in  1908,  54;  in  1909, 
65  ;  in  1910,  7.3  ;  in  1911,  149  ;  in  1912,  175. 

In  other  words,  a  very  diligent  search  has  taken  place 
for  houses  having  an  inadequate  or  impure  water  supply, 
and  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  improve  it.  Un¬ 
fortunately  a  large  number  of  houses  in  the  parishes  of 
South  Arreton  and  Shorwell  are  in  need  of  an  improved 
water  supply,  but  this  we  are  unable  to  provide  them  with 
until  a  scheme  of  water  supply  for  the  parishes  has  been 
sanctioned. 

\\  hen  a  sample  of  water  has  to  be  taken  for  submission 
to  the  London  analyst,  the  duty  of  obtaining  it  devolves 
upon  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  he  forwards  the  bottle 
sealing  it  with  the  Council’s  seal,  and  at  the  same  time 
forwards  a  letter  to  the  analyst  giving  as  many  details 
as  possible  as  regards  the  surroundings  of  the  well  or 
spring,  and  this  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance. 


The  analysis  merely  indicates  the  degree  of  pollution 
of  that  particular  sample,  and,  in  order  to  enable  an  analyst 
to  express  an  opinion  as  to  whether  a  water  can  with 
safety  be  used  for  drinking  purposes,  it  is  essential  that 
details  as  to  the  position  of  the  well  as  regards  its  possible 
pollution  at  a  future  date  be  supplied  to  him.

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SLAUGHTERH OUS  US . 

On  the  application  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  you  appointed  the  Inspector 
of  the  Island  to  that  Society  as  your  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  slaughterhouses,  &c. 

I  have  received  monthly  reports  from  him  regularly 
throughout  the  year,  which  show  that  78  visits  have  been 
made  to  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  18  to  other  pre¬ 
mises  such  as  knackers’  yards,  and  50  to  farms,  making  a 
total  of  146  visits  to  places  in  which  nuisances  are  liable 
to  occur,  but  no  nuisance  of  any  kind  was  reported  by  him 
in  any  of  these  reports. 


PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  ANI) 
REGULATIONS. 

In  a  district  of  this  nature  you  have  not  the  need  for 
such  bye-laws  as  would  be  essential  in  a  large  urban  dis¬ 
trict,  there  being  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the 
district. 

Only  three  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  district. 


SCHOOLS. 

1'he  public  elementary  schools  in  the  district,  of  which 
there  are  36,  are  all  in  good  sanitary  condition.  34  of 
these  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  public  main.  In 
the  case  ot  the  remaining  two,  Arreton  and  Shorwell 
respectively,  no  public  water  supply  is  as  yet  available 
in  the  parishes,  but  a  scheme  has  been  arranged  for  the 
former,  and  in  the  case  oi  the  latter  parish  you  are  now 
awaiting  the  result  of  a  Local  Government  Board  Inquire 
into  an  application  lor  a  loan  to  provide  a  water  supply. 

As  regards  the  sanitary  conveniences  of  these  36  schools, 


lit 


21  art*  provided  with  water  closets,  1<>  with  pail  closets, 
three  with  earth  closets,  and  the  remaining  two  have  a 
large  ashpit  common  to  all  the  closets. 

The  duties  of  the  Medical  Inspector  of  School  Children 
is  undertaken  by  a  whole-time  School  Medical  Officer, 
who  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County 
Council. 

Visits  are  frequently  paid  to  schools  within  the  district 
by  myself  in  connection  with  the  occurrences  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  among  school  children,  and  also  to 
inspect  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools. 


FOOD. 

THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  milk-sellers  on  the  register  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year  was  287.  Some  premises  have 
changed  hands  during  the  year,  and  one  more  has  been 
registered,  making  a  total  of  288  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Inspectors’  summaries  that 
670  visits  have  been  made  to  dairies  and  cowsheds  during 
the  year. 

Notices  have  been  sent  out  twice  yearly  to  milk-sellers 
reminding  them  of  the  obligation  to  limewash  the  sheds 
under  the  Regulations  which  you  have  in  force  within 
the  district.  In  all,  545  of  these  notices  have  been  sent 
out. 

'the  reports  for  the  previous  six  years  show  that  a  verv 
marked  improvement  has  taken  place  throughout  the 
district  as  regards  the  observance  of  the  Regulations  and 
the  general  sanitary  condition  of  all  cowsheds  and  dairies. 

These  Regulations,  however,  only  apply  to  milk-sellers, 
who  are  obliged  to  be  registered,  and  those  who  act  as 
butter-makers  onlv  do  not  come  under  them.  'Phis  is 


regrettable,  as  no  fixed  standard  can  be  insisted  upon  in 
the  ease  of  these  butter-makers,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  a  new  Milk  Bill  may  shortly  be  passed  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  which  will  necessitate  all  who  trade  in  milk  being 
compelled  to  register  and  so  placed  under  the  same  Regu¬ 
lations. 

This  would  place  a  large  increase  of  work  upon  the 
health  department,  but  it  seems  an  anomaly  that,  while 
the  seller  of  milk  is  compelled  to  put  his  premises  in  order 
for  the  safe  protection  of  his  milk,  the  manufacturer  of 
butter,  which  is  a  highly  susceptible  food,  should  be  allowed 
freedom  from  such  conditions. 

One  very  important  point  as  regards  the  dairy  is  some¬ 
times  overlooked,  namely,  the  need  for  providing  some 
form  of  fine  wire  gau/.e  over  the  windows  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of  Hies,  which  settle  on  the  milk  and  convey  to 
jt  the  bacterial  germs  which  they  carry  on  their  feet  from 
^he  filthy  heaps  of  decomposing  matter  in  which  they 
l, reed. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

In  the  ordinary  routine  work  of  inspection,  all  places 
w  here  food  is  stored  are  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
of  the  district  concerned. 

The  number  of  bakehouses  on  the  register  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  47.  150  visits  of  inspection  have  been 

paid  to  these  bakehouses,  while  1*2  cleansing  notices  have 
been  sent  out  by  the  inspectors. 

In  connection  with  the  storage  of  food,  every  endeavour 
is  made  to  urge  householders  to  protect  all  food  as  far  as 
possible,  but  in  many  cases  the  means  at  their  disposal 
do  not  allow  of  very  careful  protection. 

\  on  have  endeavoured  to  mitigate  the  dust  nuisance 
to  a  large  extent  by  tarring  the  surfaces  of  the  roads,  but 
much  more  is  still  necessary  in  this  direction,  as,  with  the 
present  day  last  motor  traffic,  the  amount  of  dust  raised 
is  a  serious  nuisance  to  houses  situated  close  to  main  roads. 


As  oysters  stored  in  the  creek  at  Newtown  are  frequently 
eaten  by  residents  and  visitors,  in  company  with  the 
Inspector  for  the  district  I  made  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  shores  of  the  creek,  with  the  result  that  the  conditions 
were  found  eminently  suitable  for  the  storage  of  these 
susceptible  articles  of  food.  As  regards  future  precautions, 
I  made  several  suggestions  to  owners  of  land  abutting  on 
the  creek  which  were  in  everv  case  carried  out. 


THK  SALK  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT 

has,  as  in  previous  years,  been  administered  by  the  County 
Council. 

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year  under 
the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  amounted  to 
281,  and  of  that  number  41  were  considered  on  inspection 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  12  of  these  were  remedied 
and  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation. 

In  the  case  of  nine  houses,  some  of  which  had  been  found 
unfit  in  the  previous  year,  representations  were  made  to 
you  with  a  view  to  the  making  of  closing  orders.  In  one 
case  reported  unfit  in  1912,  a  closing  order  was  made.  In 
the  remaining  cases  you  decided  to  continue  negotiations 
with  a  view  to  persuading  the  owners  to  put  the  houses 
in  habitable  repair,  so  as  to  guard  against  a  deficiency  of 
cottages  in  the  district. 

When  a  house  is  on  inspection  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  every  endeavour  is  made  by  means  of 
interviews  to  have  the  defects  remedied  without  a  repre¬ 
sentation  being  made.  This  generally  necessitates  con¬ 
siderable  delay  owing  in  many  cases  to  the  absence  of 
landlords. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  12  out  of  the  41  houses  found 
unfit  during  the  present  year  were  remedied  by  these 
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methods.  As  regards  the  remaining  29,  11  were  closed 
voluntarily  by  the  owners,  eight  were  at  the  close  of  the 
year  under  repair,  while  10  were  still  in  abeyance  due 
to  negotiations  still  proceeding  with  the  owners. 

As  the  close  of  the  previous  year  two  houses  were  in 
abeyance,  and  negotiations  have  not  yet  been  completed, 
so  that  the  total  number  of  houses  still  in  abeyance  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1913  amounts  to  12. 

As  I  go  to  press,  I  have  just  received  word  that  these 
two  houses  will  not  again  be  occupied,  and  will  be  volun¬ 
tarily  closed. 

In  the  same  way  it  is  necessary  to  add  to  the  11  houses 
which  have  been  closed  voluntarily  during  the  year  1913 
the  17  which  were  closed  voluntarily  during  the  previous 
year,  as  it  is  essential  that  houses  closed  in  this  way  should 
be  kept  under  observation. 

As  regards  those  houses  under  repair  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  it  is  necessary  to  add  to  the  eight  already  mentioned 
live  which  were  under  repair  at  the  end  of  1912,  and  which 
are  not  yet  completed. 

hive  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year.  Included 
in  these  live  houses  are  the  two  ruinous  houses  which 
have  for  so  long  been  an  eyesore  to  the  neighbourhood  of 
Bouldnor.  l'liese  houses  were  in  a  very  dangerous  con¬ 
dition,  not  only  to  anyone  who  might  have  entered  for 
shelter,  but  owing  to  their  advanced  state  of  dilapidation 
considerable  danger  existed  of  their  being  blown  down 
by  a  high  wind,  when,  owing  to  their  proximity  to  the 
main  road,  pedestrians  would  have  been  in  danger. 

Several  other  disused  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
1  otland  and  hreshwater  have  now  been  visited,  and  ne¬ 
gotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  landlords  with  a  view  to 
having  them  either  put  in  repair  or  demolished. 

\\  i th  regard  to  the  question  of  closing  orders,  vou  passed 
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a  resolution  that,  when  a  representation  is  made  to  you, 
an  Improvement  Committee  will  v  isit  the  house  and  advise 
the  Council. 

A  table  is  annexed  showing  the  nature  of  the  defects 
in  tabular  form,  which  were  found  on  inspection,  but  the 
total  number  of  inspections  made  (281)  is  very  discouraging. 

The  work  under  the  Act  was  commenced  in  November, 
1910,  and  in  the  14  months  to  the  end  of  1911,  286  houses 
were  inspected.  During  the  year  1912,  746  were  inspected. 
Therefore  with  the  281  inspected  during  1913,  a  total  of 
1,313  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  three  years, 
or  a  little  over  400  houses  per  annum. 

At  the  present  rate  of  progress  it  will  take  10  years  to 
complete  one  round  of  inspection  of  the  houses  in  the 
district. 

The  question  of  the  sufficiency  of  houses  is  one  of  the 
greatest  difficulty.  You  caused  inquiries  to  be  made  of 
the  Assistant  Overseers  in  each  parish  as  to  the  need  for 
cottage  accommodation,  but  the  replies  w’ere  not  very 
conclusive  as  to  the  existing  state  of  affairs. 

As  regards  the  parishes  of  Gateombe  and  Godshill,  in 
which  mention  was  made  in  my  last  report  of  a  deficiency 
being  noticeable,  you  have  received  very  contradictory 
reports,  and  you  have  now  decided  to  await  a  thorough 
investigation  of  these  parishes  to  be  carried  out  by  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  a  matter 
which  will  necessarily  take  some  time  to  accomplish.

WORKSHOPS,  WORKPLACES,  &c. 


P'rom  the  official  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  322  visits 
were  paid  to  workshops  and  2(1  to  workplaces,  while  10  were 
made  to  factories  in  connection  with  sanitary  arrangements. 

Only  27  defects  were  found,  and  all  of  these  were  remedied 
with  the  exception  of  two. 

The  number  of  workshops  on  the  register  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  247,  being  rather  less  than  the  previous 
year,  the  smaller  number  being  due  to  the  loss  of  one 
tailor,  three  bootmakers,  two  blacksmiths,  one  watch¬ 
maker,  one  briekmaker,  six  wheelwrights,  one  baker,  and 
one  cabinet  maker,  and  the  addition  of  one  builder,  five 
carpenters,  two  boat  builders,  and  one  motor  engineer.

Sanitary  Administration  of 
the  District. 


The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  consists  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  provides  an  office  in  his 
own  house,  and  three  Inspectors  of  Nuisances.  The  sum 
of  £20  per  annum  was  added  to  the  salary  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  1911  to  help  to  defray  the  cost  of  a 
clerk,  which  he  provides.  The  Inspector  of  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  was 
appointed  by  you  as  Honorary  Assistant  Inspector  of 
Nuisances. 

The  area  of  the  sanitary  district  occupies  86,844  acres, 
being  12-1 3th  of  the  whole  Island. 

For  the  purpose  of  inspection,  this  area  is  divided  into 
three,  each  district  having  one  Inspector  resident  within  it. 

These  three  districts  are  formed  by  two  lines  drawn 
roughly  from  north  to  south  along  the  border  of  the  parishes, 
thus  forming  an  Eastern,  a  Western,  and  a  Central  District. 

The  Eastern  District  has  an  area  of  31,585  acres,  and 
a  population  of  11,152,  there  being  204  more  males  than 
females  in  this  district,  due  to  the  presence  within  it  of 
the  Royal  Naval  College.  The  number  of  occupied  houses 
in  this  district  at  the  last  census  amounted  to  2,544. 

The  Western  District  has  an  area  of  23,309  acres,  and  a 
population  of  7,963,  there  being  283  more  females  than 
males,  while  the  number  of  occupied  houses  at  the  census 
was  1,897. 

The  Central  District  has  an  area  of  32,031  acres,  and  a 
population  of  11,944,  there  being  1,408  more  males  than 
females  recorded  in  this  district  at  the  recent  census,  due 
to  the  presence  of  the  Barracks  and  Prison  at  Parkhurst. 
The  number  of  occupied  houses  in  this  district  amounts 
to  2,143. 
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These  three  Inspectors  are  all  supplied  with  the  telephone, 
as  is  also  the  office  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
communications  can,  therefore,  be  promptly  carried  out. 

No  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  to  enable  the  Inspectors 
to  receive  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  inspection  of  meat, 
which  would  be  of  distinct  advantage  to  the  district. 

One  of  the  objections  raised  to  this  is  that  the  course 
of  instruction,  amounting  to  about  two  months,  would 
not  enable  the  Inspector  to  be  skilled  in  the  matter  of 
meat  inspection,  but  it  seems  obvious  that,  where  the 
inspection  of  meat  is  now  his  duty  under  Article  XX.  (7)  of 
the  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders,  it  must  of  necessity  be 
to  his  advantage  and  to  that  of  the  district  for  him  to  have 
a  course  of  training  on  the  subject,  however  short. 

The  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  grant  a  certificate  to 
Sanitary  Inspectors  who  attend  such  a  course  and  pass  an 
examination. 

You  recently  decided  that  all  water  mains  and  sewers 
should  be  marked  on  the  ordnance  maps  at  the  Council’s 
office  by  the  Inspectors,  who  are  now  carrying  out  this 
most  important  duty. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATIOX. 

The  year  1913  is  the  second  year  in  which  hospital 
accommodation  for  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
has  been  available  for  the  whole  district,  the  parishes  of 
Bonchureh,  Xiton,  St.  Lawrence,  Whitwell,  and  Wroxall 
being  supplied  by  the  Undercliff  Joint  Hospital  in  com¬ 
bination  with  the  Lrban  District  of  Ventnor  and  situated 
within  the  latter. 

The  remaining  24  parishes  are  supplied  by  the  Isle  of 
Wight  Joint  Hospital  Board’s  Isolation  Hospital  at  Fairlee, 
which  is  situated  in  the  parish  oi  \\  hippingham,  close  to 
the  boundary  of  Newport,  and,  as  it  is  close  to  the  main 
road  from  Newport  to  Rvde,  it  is  practically  in  the  traffic 
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centre  of  the  Island.  This  hospital  is  available  lor  the 
Borough  of  Newport  and  the  Urban  1  >istriet  of  St.  Helens, 
in  addition  to  the  24  parishes  ol  your  district.  The  per¬ 
manent  staff  of  the  Hospital  consists  ol  a  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  (who  is  also  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health),  a 
Matron,  Charge  Nurse,  and  three  Probationer  Nurses, 
with  ward-maids,  cook,  and  porter.  The  Hospital  has 
accommodation  for  28  beds,  but  a  much  larger  number 
of  patients  have  been  accommodated. 

A  Washington  Lyons  high-pressure  steam  disinfector  is 
used  for  the  disinfection  of  bedding,  clothes,  &c.,  and  a 
brougham  ambulance  is  always  available  for  the  conveyance 
of  patients. 

( )ne  case  of  typhoid  lexer  can  be  accommodated  here 
in  one  of  the  obserxation  wards  connected  with  the  diph¬ 
theria  block.  Cases  of  typhoid  fever  can  also  be  accom¬ 
modated  in  the  Royal  Isle  of  Wight  County  Hospital  at 
Ryde.  During  the  year  11)13,  the  total  number  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  typhoid  notified  amounted  to 
65,  and  of  these  52  or  80  per  cent,  were  removed  to 
hospital.  Of  these  52,  3  were  remox’ed  to  the  Under¬ 
cliff  Hospital,  I  to  the  Royal  Naxal  College  Hospital, 
Osborne,  and  48  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Fairlee. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  LOCAL  OR  ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

The  following  Acts  have  been  adopted  in  the  district, 
viz. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act.  1890  (Part  3). 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907  (Parts 
III.  and  IV.,  \x i th  certain  sections  excepted). 

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

Bacteriological  work  has,  as  in  previous  years,  been 
undertaken  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association  of  London. 
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31  swabs  of  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria  were  forwarded 
to  them  for  analysis.  These  were  taken  from  persons  who 
had  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  diphtheria.  Of  these 
31,  27  proved  negative,  while  4  were  ascertained  to  be 
suffering  from  diphtheria,  and  were,  therefore,  able  to 
be  treated  at  the  very  earliest  stage. 

One  specimen  of  blood  was  sent  for  the  test  for  typhoid 
fever,  owing  to  the  symptoms  bearing  some  resemblance 
to  that  disease,  but  was  proved  as  a  result  of  this  not  to  be 
a  case  of  typhoid  fever. 

The  analysis  of  samples  of  water  lias  been  undertaken,  as 
in  previous  years,  by  Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  of  London. 

20  samples  have  been  submitted  to  him  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  12  were  taken  from  the  supplies  in  the  possession 
of  the  Council,  while  the  remainder  were  taken  from  wells 
which  were  regarded  as  suspicious. 


Prevalence  of  and  Control  over 
Ac  ute  Infectious  Diseases. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  II.  that  121)  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  were  received  during  the  vear,  but  the 
number  includes  those  due  to  tuberculosis. 

The  number  due  to  acute  infectious  diseases,  that  is,  those 
diseases  which  are  scheduled  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act,  amounted  to  TP. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Of  these  78  notifications,  only  1)  were  due  to  diph¬ 
theria,  and  this  is  the  lowest  number  ever  recorded  in  the 
district. 

Of  these  9  cases,  r,  or  77.7  per  cent,  were  removed 
to  hospital. 


Of  the  two  eases  not  removed  to  hospital,  one  was  a 
mild  case  which  occurred  in  Gurnard  in  the  month  of 
June,  the  other  being  a  case  which  occurred  suddenly  in 
a  patient  previously  ill  in  the  village  of  Niton  at  the  end 
of  December,  and  which  proved  fatal  almost  immediately. 

In  addition  to  this,  one  death  from  diphtheria  of  a  resident 
of  the  district,  two  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  in 
the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Fairlee  of  patients  belonging  to 
the  Borough  of  Newport. 

As  regards  age  distribution,  two-thirds  of  the  cases 
occurred  at  5-15  age  period. 

As  regards  their  distribution  throughout  the  district, 
one  case  only  occurred  in  each  of  the  following  parishes, 
namely.  Carisbrooke,  Cliale,  Niton,  and  South  Arreton, 
while  two  cases  occurred  in  Northwood,  and  three  in 
Brading.  The  two  cases  in  Northwood  occurred  in  one 
house,  while  the  three  cases  in  Brading  occurred  in  one 
house,  two  of  them  being  of  a  very  slight  nature,  and 
would  not  have  been  detected  but  for  a  bacteriological 
analysis  taken  from  the  throats  of  all  persons  in  the  house 
after  the  deveolpment  of  the  first  case. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  all  cases  were  of  a 
sporadic  nature. 

As  regards  the  methods  adopted  to  control  the  spread  of 
this  disease,  a  visit  is  paid  to  the  house  whenever  a  notifi¬ 
cation  is  received,  and  the  patient  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  if  possible.  Swabs  are  then  taken  from  the 
throats  oi  all  those  who  have  been  in  contact  with  the 
patient,  and  in  this  way  any  possible  case  is  ascertained 
at  an  early  stage,  and  removed  to  hospital.  This  is  a 
matter  of  great  importance,  as  the  only  treatment  of 
Diphtheria  is  that  by  means  of  Antidiphtheritic  serum,  or 
Antitoxin  as  it  is  commonly  called,  and,  in  order  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  this  treatment,  it  is  essential  that  it  should 
be  started  at  an  early  stage. 

In  my  report  for  Hi  10  I  quoted  from  the  statistics  of  the 


Brook  Hospital,  London,  which  showed  that  those  cases 
which  were  treated  with  antitoxin  on  the  first  day  of  the 
disease  had  a  case-mortality  of  nil,  those  in  which  treatment 
was  only  started  on  the  second  day  of  the  disease  had  a 
case-mortality  of  4.2,  those  treated  first  on  the  third  day 
of  the  disease  a  case-mortality  of  7,  and  those  treated  on 
the  fourth  day  a  case-mortality  ol  11.5. 

After  a  patient  has  been  removed  to  hospital,  the  bedding 
is  removed  for  steam  disinfection,  after  which  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  disinfects  the  room  or  rooms  by  means  of  formalin 
vapour. 

On  the  completion  of  the  disinfection,  should  there  be 
school  children  in  the  house  affected,  a  notice  is  sent 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Head  Teacher  of  the 
school  conveying  the  information  that  the  house  has  now 
been  effectually  disinfected. 


SCARLET  I 'EVER. 

50  notifications  were  received  of  this  disease,  and  of 
these,  45  (or  just  over  80  per  cent.)  were  removed  to 
hospital. 

As  regards  age  distribution,  30,  or  about  two-thirds  of 
the  cases  occurred  at  the  5-15  age  period,  16  occurred 
under  the  age  of  5,  2  between  15  and  25,  and  the 
remaining  2  over  25. 

As  regards  their  distribution  throughout  the  district, 
the  largest  number  of  cases  (10)  occurred  in  the  parish  of 
Shallleet  during  the  month  of  May,  most  of  these  cases 
occurring  in  Newbridge.  1 1  cases  occurred  in  the  parish 
ol  Carisbrooke,  the  majority  being  in  the  Parkhurst  district. 

1  he  remaining  21)  cases  were  distributed  among  the 
following  parishes,  namely  :  Ashey  (5),  Bembridge  (3), 


Binstead  (2),  Brading  (1),  Calbourne  (3),  I'reshwater  (4), 
Niton  (3),  Xorthwood  (3),  Shorwell  (I),  '1'otland  (2),  and 
Whippingham  (2). 

'l'he  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  during  the  month 
of  May. 

Two  deaths  occurred  in  patients  suffering  from  this 
disease,  the  one  dying  from  pneumonia  in  the  Undercliff 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Yentnor,  the  other  from  broncho¬ 
pneumonia  at  the  I'airlee  Hospital.  In  addition  to  these 
two  deaths  of  cases  notified  within  the  district,  one  case 
belonging  to  the  Borough  of  Newport  died  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  I'airlee. 

As  regards  the  method  of  control,  every  endeavour  is 
made  in  the  first  place  to  persuade  the  parents  to  allow 
their  children  to  be  removed  to  hospital,  though  in  the 
great  majority  of  instances  no  persuasion  s  necessary. 
The  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  usually  telephones 
to  my  office  immediately  he  becomes  aware  of  the  nature 
of  the  case,  which  is  removed  as  quickly  as  possible,  thereby 
preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  other  members  of 
the  family.  Immediately  after  the  removal  of  the  patient, 
the  infected  bedding  is  removed  for  the  purpose  of  disin¬ 
fection  by  means  of  high-pressure  steam,  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  then  proceeds  to  disinfect  the  room  by  means  of 
formalin  vapour. 

Immediately  on  completion  of  disinfection,  a  notice  is 
sent  to  the  Head  Teacher  of  the  school  (if  one  is  involved) 
giving  information  of  the  fact. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. 

No  case  of  this  disease  has  occurred  during  the  year, 
and  this  is  extremely  gratifying  as  the  prevalence  or 
otherwise  of  Typhoid  Fever  (or  Enteric  Fever  as  it  is 
frequently  called)  is  regarded  as  an  indication  of  the  sanitary 


condition  of  a  district.  There  has  been  a  steady  decline  in 
the  prevalence  of  this  disease,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  :  —

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 


A  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  in  the  month  of  Feb¬ 
ruary.  The  patient,  who  lived  in  the  parish  of  Godshill, 
had  been  attended  by  an  unqualified  midwife,  and  the 
condition  was  discovered  by  a  medical  man  who  was  sub¬ 
sequently  called  in.  The  patient  died  as  a  result  of  the 
disease. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

12  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  5  ol  these  being 
resident  in  the  Workhouse  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Union. 
The  remaining  cases  were  distributed  as  follows 

Carisbrooke  (3),  Freshwater  (1),  Xorthwood  (2),  and 
South  Arretou  (1). 

Two  deaths  occurred  due  to  the  disease,  one  of  which 
was  transferred  to  the  Borough  of  Ryde. 

The  case  which  occurred  in  South  Arretou  was  that  of 
a  member  of  a  travelling  mission  to  children,  a  certain 
number  of  whom  were  living  in  a  caravan.  As  it  was 
impossible  to  isolate  him  he  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Fairlee,  where  one  of  the  observation  wards 
had  been  for  a  time  vacant. 

You  have  small  printed  books  of  Rules  for  the  Prevention 
of  Infectious  Diseases,  which  are  given  to  those  in  charge 
of  cases  of  such  disease, 
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The  Rules  were  drawn  up  before  the  advent  of  an  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital,  and  might  with  advantage  be  amended  to 
point  out  the  obvious  advantages  of  removing  persons 
suffering  from  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever  to  the  Hospital, 
where  they  would  have  the  benefit  of  skilled  nursing. 

Another  advantage  of  removing  patients  suffering  from 
one  of  these  diseases  to  the  Hospital  is  that  during  con¬ 
valescence  they  can  obtain  the  benefit  of  fresh  air  and 
gentle  exercise  in  the  grounds,  whereas  in  home-nursing 
rigid  exclusion  in  one  room  is  essential  for  the  protection 
of  others  until  the  infection  is  at  an  end.

Tuberculosis. 


In  the  report  for  1912  an  account  was  given  of  the 
historv  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
in  regard  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  During  that  year 
the  Public  Health  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1911,  were 
in  force  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  On  the  1st  February, 
1913,  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912, 
came  into  force.  The  essential  difference  between  these 
two  regulations  consists  in  the  fact  that  up  to  1st  February, 
1913,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  alone  was  notifiable,  whereas 
since  that  date  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  require  to  be 
notified  in  addition  to  the  pulmonary  form. 

The  record  for  the  year,  therefore,  includes  all  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  for  1 2  months  and  all  cases  of 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  for  1 1  months. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  notification  of  Tuberculosis 
does  not  come  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification 
Act,  1889,  but  by  means  of  Regulations  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  under  Section  130  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1873,  as  amended  by  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1890.  The  penalty  under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notifica¬ 
tion)  Act  for  failing  to  notify  was  a  sum  not  exceeding 
40s.,  whereas  under  Section  1  (3)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1896,  any  person  who  wilfully  retuses  or  neglects 
to  carry  out  any  regulation  made  under  .Section  130  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  £100,  and  in  the  case  of  a  continuing  offence, 
to  a  further  penaty  not  exceeding  £50  for  every  day  which 
the  offence  continues.  The  maximum  penalty  which  can 
be  inflicted  for  failing  to  notify  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is, 
therefore,  a  verv  heavv  one. 


These  regulations  provide  for  all  medical  practitioners, 
school  medical  officers,  and  medical  officers  of  Poor  Law 
institutions,  and  sanatoria  notifying  cases  of  Tuberculosis, 
either  pulmonary  or  otherwise,  as  soon  as  they  have  become 
aware  of  the  condition. 

The  number  of  cases  known  to  exist  within  the  district 
on  January  1st,  1913,  was  28. 

The  actual  number  of  notifications  received  during  the 
year  was  62,  which  included  all  classes  except  those  from 
the  School  Medical  Officers.  In  many  cases  these  notifi¬ 
cations  referred  to  cases  which  had  already  been  notified, 
the  actual  number  of  fresh  cases  notified  during  the  year 
belonging  to  the  district  amounting  to  51.  There  were, 
therefore,  79  cases  of  Tuberculosis  known  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  2  of  these  left  the  district,  and  16 
died,  leaving  61  known  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  79  cases  known  to  exist  within  the 
district  by  means  of  notifications,  7  other  cases  came 
to  my  knowledge  from  the  death  returns,  not  having  been 
notified.  There  were,  therefore,  86  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
known  to  exist  within  the  district  during  the  year,  and 
this  large  number  does  not  include  patients  belonging  to 
other  districts  temporarily  resident  in  institutions,  such 
as  the  Royal  National  Consumption  Hospital  at  St.  Law¬ 
rence,  the  Workhouse,  Nc. 

Ot  the  51  cases  notified  during  the  year,  40  were  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  or  phthisis,  while  the  remaining 
11  were  other  forms  ot  tuberculosis  such  as  tubercular 
joint  disease.  As  regards  the  age  distribution  of  these 
51  cases,  the  largest  number  (23)  occurred  at  the  25-45  age 
period,  while  the  next  largest  number  (12)  occurred  at  the 
15-25  age  period.  The  age  period  from  45-65  accounted 
tor  9,  while  only  1  occurred  at  the  5-15  age  period. 
Only  2  occurred  under  5  years  of  age,  and  these  were 
due  to  other  forms  than  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  while 
only  1  occurred  over  65,  clue  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 


As  regards  the  distribution  in  the  district,  no  special 
prevalence  was  noticed  in  any  one  parish  or  part  of  tin- 
district. 

As  regards  the  control  of  Tuberculosis,  the  house  is 
visited  at  once  on  receipt  of  the  notification,  and  all  parti¬ 
culars  regarding  the  patient  and  the  rest  of  the  household 
are  entered  on  a  card  which  is  kept  for  reference  at  this 
office. 

The  patient  is  instructed  how  to  conduct  himself  in 
such  a  manner  that  he  will  not  be  a  source  of  danger  to 
others  around  him,  and  at  the  same  time  how  to  live  in 
such  a  way  as  to  improve  his  own  health. 

You  have  provided  literature,  pictorial  and  otherwise, 
for  distribution  among  sufferers  and  the  other  members 
of  the  households  with  the  object  of  teaching  them  the 
methods  of  prevention  and  cure,  as  neither  of  these  can 
be  attempted  to  be  carried  out  without  the  co-operation  of 
the  sufferers  themselves. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  whenever  a  death 
has  occurred,  and  in  many  cases  during  the  life  of  a  patient. 

One  essential  matter  as  regards  the  carrying  out  of 
these  regulations  is  the  strict  observance  of  secrecy  in 
the  matter.  Every  notification,  all  communications  re¬ 
garding  a  patient,  and  information  obtained  by  visiting, 
are  all  regarded  as  strictly  confidential,  the  name  of  the 
patient  not  appearing  on  any  return  with  the  exception  of 
the  card  which  is  retained  at  this  office. 

The  education  of  the  consumptive  is  a  matter  of  the 
greatest  importance,  as  it  is  essential,  if  we  are  to  effeetuallv 
carry  on  a  campaign  against  this  scourge,  that  everyone 
should  realise  that  the  disease  is  an  infectious  one,  and 
at  the  same  time  a  preventable  one,  the  infection  being 
conveyed  from  person  to  person  by  the  medium  of  the 
sputum.  It  is,  therefore,  essential  that  the  consumptive 
should  not  spit  at  any  time  except  into  some  vessel  or 
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material  that  can  be  disinfected  or  destroyed,  and  you 
now  provide  proper  spit-bottles  for  the  use  of  patients 
suffering  from  this  disease. 

Acting  on  your  instruction,  I  attended  the  Conference 
of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Consumption 
and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  held  in  London  during 
the  month  of  August. 

Besides  many  interesting  papers  showing  the  method 
of  carrying  on  the  campaign  against  this  disease  adopted 
by  other  authorities,  a  most  interesting  and  instructive 
cinematograph  film  was  exhibited  showing  by  illustration 
how  the  consumptive  can  be  treated  and  the  contacts 
can  be  protected,  as  carried  out  by  the  City  of  Edinburgh, 
who  have  taken  the  lead  in  this  most  important  campaign 
against  Consumption. 


Investigation  of  other  Diseases. 


Measles  was  present  to  a  certain  extent  in  the  Whipping- 
ham  district  during  the  month  of  February,  and  in  the 
Parkhurst  district  in  the  month  of  July. 

I V hooping  Cough  was  present  in  Bembridge  during  the 
summer  months,  while  in  Freshwater  a  number  of  the 
younger  children  in  the  neighbourhood  were  affected 
during  the  month  of  May. 

Arreton  had  a  large  number  of  cases  of  this  kind  during 
March. 

(  hicken-pox  was  present  during  the  months  of  March 
and  April  in  Bembridge  and  Northwood,  and  later  in  the 
year,  during  the  months  of  October  and  November,  was 
prevalent  in  Alverstone  and  Parkhurst  districts. 

Mumps  was  present  to  a  certain  extent  in  the  parishes 
of  Whippingham  and  Arreton  during  the  months  of  June 
and  J  uly, 
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M  eans  for  Prevention 
of  Mortality  in  Childbirth  and 
m  Infancy. 


1  hiring  the  year  1913  the  supervision  of  mid  wives  under 
the  Midwives  Act  has  been  undertaken  by  the  County 
Council.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  returned  as  registered  during  the 
year  was  495,  but  in  addition  to  those.  2  were  transferred 
to  the  district  and  7  transferred  away  by  the  Registrar 
General,  making  a  corrected  total  of  490,  or  at  the  rate 
of  15.4  per  1,000,  an  exceptionally  low  birth-rate,  in  fact, 
the  lowest  recorded. 

The  following  table  shows  the  natural  increase  of  births 
over  deaths  during  the  last  10  years,  as  well  as  the  year 
under  review,  and  from  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that, 
although  the  birth-rate  was  lower  in  1913  than  in  1912, 
the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  larger  owing 
to  the  very  low  death-rate  which  has  occurred : —

for  correction,  which,  when  multiplied  into  the  death-rate, 
gives  the  death-rate  which  would  have  occurred  had  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  o!  the  population  of  this  district 
been  the  same  as  that  of  England  and  Wales  generally. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  showing  the  annual  rates 
per  1,000  living  in  the  district,  compared  with  the  Registrar 
General's  summary,  that  the  Standardized  death-rate  in 
the  district  is  8.3,  as  compared  with  13.4  in  England  and 
Wales,  and  13.1  in  the  rural  parts  of  England. 

Of  these  307  deaths,  153  were  males  and  154  females. 

5  out  of  the  total  of  307  were  uncertified. 

11.0  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  were  under  1  year  of 
age,  while  52.6  per  cent,  were  over  60  years  of  age. 

35  inquests  were  held  during  the  year  within  the  district, 
and  of  that  number  32  were  held  on  residents  of  the  district.

Violence  accounted  for  10  deaths,  and,  in  addition  to 
these  4  deaths  occurred  from  suicide.  These  10  deaths 
from  violence  represent  a  mortality  rate  of  .31  of  the 
estimated  population,  or  3.2  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 

Of  the  10  deaths,  6  were  caused  by  drowning. 

2  were  caused  by  tetanus,  the  result  of  falls,  in  one 
case  caused  by  a  fall  from  a  bicycle,  while  the  deceased 
was  at  Alverstoke,  in  the  other  case  from  being  thrown 
from  a  van.  In  one  instance  death  was  caused  by  a  fall 
from  a  cliff,  and  in  the  last  case  the  evidence  at  the  inquest 


was  insufficient  to  show  whether  the  deceased  received 
his  injuries  from  another  man  or  were  caused  by  a  fall 
during  an  epileptic  fit. 

Of  the  4  cases  of  suicide,  2  hanged  themselves, 
one  drowned  himself,  and  one  threw  himself  in  front  of  a 
passing  train. 

The  Local  Government  Hoard  Table  III.,  on  page  ill, 
and  the  chart  on  page  85,  show  that  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  occurred  from  Heart  Disease,  amounting  to  42,  or 
at  the  rate  of  1.3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population, 
or  13.7  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 

Cancer  forms  the  next  largest  number,  with  a  total  of 
33  deaths,  or  at  the  rate  of  1.04  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
popultaion,  or  10.7  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 

Congenital  debility  and  malformation,  including  prema¬ 
ture  birth,  comes  next,  with  20  deaths,  19  of  these  being 
under  1  year  of  age.  This  represents  a  mortality  rate 
of  .63  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  or  6.6  per 
cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 

Phthisis  comes  fourth  with  a  total  of  17  deaths,  which 
represents  a  mortality  rate  of  .53  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population,  or  5.5  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths.  This  is 
the  lowest  death-rate  from  Phthisis  recorded  in  the  district, 
but  the  mortality  from  this  preventable  disease  is  still 
far  too  high.  52.9  per  cent,  of  these  deaths  occurred  under 
35  years  of  age. 

Of  the  307  deaths  of  residents,  112  or  36.4  per  cent,  were 
over  70  years  of  age  ;  49,  or  15.9  per  cent.,  were  over  80 
years  of  age  ;  while  9  were  over  90  years. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

27  deaths  occurred  within  the  district  from  diseases 
which  were  notifiable,  including  those  due  to  nou-pul- 
monary  forms  of  tuberculosis,  which  became  notifiable 
for  the  first  time  on  February  1st,  1913.

Of  these  27  deaths,  17  were  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  5  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The 
remaining  5  were  due  to  those  diseases  which  have  been 
for  years  notifiable  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Act, 
namely,  2  to  Scarlet  Fever,  and  1  each  to  Diphtheria, 
Erysipelas,  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

The  epidemic  death-rate,  which  has  by  custom  been 
held  to  include  small-pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
whooping-cough,  fever,  and  diarrhoea  was  .2  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population,  or  2.28  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths.
